WASHINGTON, Nov. 17— 
George C. McConnaughey, for- 
mer chairman of the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
denied under oath today that 
he ever solicited money for his 
vote in the controversial Chan- 
nel 4 television case in Pitts- 
burgh. 

McConnaughey testified, how- 
ever, that Earl F. Reed, presi- 
dent of Television City, Inc., of 


Pittsburgh, one of the appli- 
cants for Channel 4, once told 
him “he might be in a position 
to throw my son some law 
business.” 

The amount mentioned, Mc- 
Connaughey asserted, was 
“$5000 to $10,000 a year. The 
former chairman told the 
House Legislative Oversight 
subcommittee he was shocked 
by Reed’s statement and that 
he (McConnaughey) immedi- 
ately changed the subject. 

After McConnaughey com- 
pleted his testimony, two mem- 
bers of the subcommittee said 
the Department of Justice 
should look into the Channel 4 
case to determine whether 
“criminal libel’? had been com- 
mitted. 

McConnaughey, a Republi- 
can who now practices law in 
Columbus, O., was questioned | 
by the subcommittee which has 
been investigating reports that 
he sought a $50,000 bribe to 
switch his vote to Television 
City. in the hotly contested 
Channel 4 case.

So industries and re- 
gions which foresee a decline in production 
jobs should be giving thought to the reassign- 
ment, retraining and relocation of workers. 
As William F. Patterson, special assistant to 
the Secretary of Labor, said in St. Louis re- 
cently: “We need a reckoning, an assessment 
of the advantages and disadvantages, so that 
the impact of new advances won’t be so bad.” 
He suggested conferences of inventors, manu- 
facturers and labor to consider “‘job-creating 
innovations.”

| Nazi Accused of Killing 75,000

In sharp contrast to the pris- 
oner’s own behavior, the Polish 
court has been dignified and 
fair, according to all German 
accounts. There has been al- 
most nothing to remind one of 
the atmosphere of a “show 
trial” within the Soviet sphere. 
And this is remarkable. 

Distinguished by Evil. 
For the prisoner is Erich 
Koch, one of the tiny group 
of Hitler’s followers who are 
distinguished from most of the 
rest by the very monumental 
quality of their evil and power. 
They gave shape and reality 
and often. direction to the 
Fuehrer’s vague and vicious 
dreams. : 

To much of the world these 
men are shadowy or unknown, 
but in their own peculiar prov- 
inces th were omnipotent. 
They include men such as 
Reinhard Heydrich, who made 
the “security service,” or “SD” 
of the SS into model of fear- 
some efficiency. He died in a 
Czech ambush in 1942. 

Another is Roland Freisler, 
crushed under the ruins of his 
own awful “people’s court” in 
the course of an Allied bomb- 
ing attack. 

Gen. Heinz Kammber was 
high in this group. Toward 
the end of the war he con- 
trolled all rocket research and 
production. He took his life in 
Prague when Hitler’s vaunted 
Alpine redoubt turned out to 
be nothing but paper. 

With the possible exception 
of Martin Bormann, head of 
the party chancellery, who still 
is listed as missing, Koch is 
the last survivor of this high- 
level group. 

Shaped German Policy. 

Koch's principal contribution 
was the shaping of German 
policy in the occupation of the 
Ukraine. Koch’s policies did as 
much as anything else to per- 
suade Russians that Commu- 
nism wasn’t the worst thing in 
the world. By comparison even 
Communism looked good. 

German newspapers gener- 
ally have published the charge 
that Koch was responsible for 
the death of 4,000,000 Ukrain- 
jans. The mind balks at such 
figures. 


But Koch is not on trial for 
his crimes against the Russians. 
Instead he is charged in the 
Warsaw court with the murder 
of some 72,000 Poles in areas 
of Poland which were attached 
to East Prussia during the war. 
Koch’s long-time role was that 
of party leader or gauleiter in 
East Prussia. 

Like some of the other Jead- 
ing representatives of the “mas- 
ter race,” Koch couldn't take it 
when the going got tough. As 
the Russians closed in on East 
Prussia, Koch escaped on board 
an icebreaker, complete with} 
his Mercedes car, the costly fur- | 
nishings he had collected, and | 
his dog. As far as he was con- | 
cerned, civilian refugees had to | 
stay and face the Russians, 


Koch Disappears. | 

Back in West Germany, Koch 
disappeared with a false iden- 
tity among the surging millions 
of the postwar period.

almost everyone likes fruit eake, There are, of course, 
many excellent ready-to-serve fruit cakes on the market, 


bat many homemakers feel that Christmas just isn’t 
Christmas unless they bake their own. With the pre- 
holiday rush just a few weeks away, now is the time to 
get your fruit cake baking out of the way. It will be a 
cozy feeling to know that your cake is stowed away, 


. Tipening to mellow goodness, 


There is a type of fruit cake to suit almost ev 
taste . In selecting a recipe, remember that one whi 
lists dark seedless raisins, prunes, figs, dates, molasses 
and assorted spice will turn out a dark, moist, traditional 
fruit cake. On the other hand, those recipes which call 
for light seedless raisins, dried apricots, honey, candied 
cherries and peels, but no spices or dark dried fruits, 


will produce a light cake. 


Very dark, very rich and heavily fruited is this 


Dark Holiday Fruit Cake. 
Three-fourths cup prunes. 


Three-fourths cup dried 


figs. 


One-half coup seeded raisins. 

One and one-half cups light raisins. 
One-half cup halved candied cherries. 
One-half cup cut preserved orange peel. 


One cup cut citron. 


One-half cup thick orange marmalade. 
Two tablespoons molasses, 


One cup chopped or ready-diced blanched almonds. 
Three-fourths teaspoon cloves. 


One teaspoon cinnamon. 
One-half teaspoon mace. 
One teaspoon allspice. 


One-fourth teaspoon ginger. 


One teaspoon salt. 


One tablespoon brandy flavoring. 


One teaspoon vanilla. 


One-fourth eup apricot whole fruit nectar. 


One cup shortening. 


One and one-fourth cups sugar. 


Four eggs. 

Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour. 

One-half teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 


Cover prunes and figs with 
water and simmer 10 minutes; 
drain thoroughly. Cut prunes 
from: pits into small pieces. 
Clip stems from figs and cut 
figs into thin strips. Rinse 
and drain raisins; chop seeded 
ones. 


Combine all fruits, peels, cit- 
ron, marmalade, molasses, al- 
monds, spices, salt, flavorings 
and nectar. Blend thoroughly 
and let stand while preparing 
batter and pans, 

Cream shortening, add sugar 
gradually, creaming thorough- 
ly. Add eggs, one at a time, 
and beat after each addition. 

Sift together flour, soda and 


baking powder and add half to . 


creamed mixture. Beat well. 
Stir in fruit mixture. Add re- 
mainder of flour mixture and 
mix until very well blended. 
Pour into nine-inch tube pan 
lined with two thicknesses 
greased brown paper.. Bake in 
slow oven (300 degrees) about 
three hours. Place shallow pan 
of water in bottom of oven dur- 
ing baking. Test with pick be- 
fore removing from oven. 


Yield: about four pounds 
cake.

This cake is not as rich as 
Dark Holiday fruit cake. It 
relies more on the natural 
sweetness and rich flavor of 
dried fruits than on the can- 
died fruits for its qualities. 


Harvest Fruit Cake. 

One cup dried figs. 

Two cups light or dark rais- 
ins. 

One cup cooked prunes. 

One and one-half cups diced 
mixed candied fruits. 

Grated rind of one orange. 

One and one-half cups 
chopped nuts. 

One-fourth cup fruit juice. 

Three and one-half cups 
sifted all-purpose flour. 

One cup shortening. 

One cup brown sugar 
(packed), 

One cup granulated sugar. 

Four eggs. 

One teaspoon nutmeg. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One teaspoon cloves. 

One teaspoon mace. 

One and one-half teaspoons 
salt. 

One teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

Rinse figs, cover with water 
and boil five minutes. Drain 
and slice fine. Rinse raisins and 
drain. Pit prunes and chop 
fine. Combine all fruits, orange 
rind, nuts and fruit juice. 

To thix mixture add one-half 
the flour and mix well. Cream 


shortening and sugars togeth- 
er thoroughly. Beat in eggs one 
at a time. 

Sift remaining flour with 
spices, salt, soda and baking 


powder. Stir into creamed mix- P 


ture. Add fruit mixture and 
blend thoroughly. 

Turn into 10-inch tube pan 
which has been lined with two 
thicknesses of greased brown 
paper and one of greased wax- 
ed paper. 

Bake in slow oven (275 de- 
grees) two and one-half hours. 
Place shallow pan of water on 
bottom shelf of oven while 
baking. 

Yield: four to five pounds 
cake.

The Task Easier 


HERE ARE a few ideas that 
may help you when baking 
your holiday fruit cakes. Like 
Christmas shopping, fruit cake 
baking should be done early 
for best results. 


Modern homemakers take 
fruit cake baking in their 
stride by dividing the prepara- 
tion into three parts, which 
need not necessarily follow on 
three consecutive days. The 
first part is selecting the rec- 
ipe and doing the shopping. 
The second is preparing the 
dried fruits, candied fruits, 
fresh dates, walnuts and al- 
monds and preparing the pans 
for baking. The last part is 
putting the cake together, bak- 
ing it and preparing it for ag- 
ing.

This list will make shopping 
for fruit cake ingredients eas- 
ier: 
One pound dates measures 
about two cups. 


One pound raisins, prunes, 
dried apricots, dried peaches, 
dried pears or dried figs meas- 
ures about three and one- 
fourth to three and one-half 
cups. 

One pound cut-up candied 
fruits, peels, shelled almonds 
or brazil nuts measures about 
three cups. 

One pound shelled walnuts 
or pecans measures about four 
cups. 

One pound dried apples 
measures about five cups.

To blanch almonds means to 
remove their little brown skins, 
Do it this way: Cover almonds 
with water: bring to a boil, 
Drain off water and as soon as 
cool enough to handle, off 
skins individually by 
nut between thumb and fore- 
finger and pressing gently. 

Blanched almonds sliver eas- 
iest when they are warm. Use 
the tip of a paring knife to 
split them. Lay flat side down 
on a cutting board and cut 
each half into three or four 
lengthwise slivers with a sharp 
knife.

In baking more than one 
fruit cake at a time, place 
them on the oven rack so the 
air can circulate between them. 
A shallow pan of water in the 
bottom of the oven during bak- 
ing will give the cakes a soft 
crust.

No special pans are required 
for fruit cakes. The most ma- 
jestic, handsome cakes are us- 
ually baked in tube pans. 
Loaves are popular, as are 
small round cakes. 

One pound coffee cans, cus- 
tard cups and fruit and vege- 
table cans bake nice-sized cakes 
for holiday gifts.

Only in this case when Bernstein 
grunts, the audience knows he’s with them.
